2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IX do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The compounds of the instant invention contain a steroidal moiety which does 
not define a contribution over the prior art. The substituents, unsaturation etc. of the 



thereof. 
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steroidal moiety vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different 
compounds. Accordingly, unity of invention is lacking and restriction of the invention in 
accordance with the rules of unity of invention is proper.
